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EDITORIAL 


For the Gullible 

Have you ever read an article in a weekly magazine 
and from it formed an opinion on some controversial sub- 
ject t Then did you stop to think that the writer had left 
something out — perhaps completely neglected one side of 
the matter) 

Too often we accept an article as gospel truth because 
its title sounds slightly similar to a view that we’ve already 
vaguely developed. If the magazine, or even yet, the writer, 
was doing justice to the reader, both sides would be fully 
covered, allowing the reader to form an opinion from 
balanced material, or the writer would give his own view, 
after showing the reader how he had derived his conclusion 
from the facts given. 

In the field of journalism the same situation exists to a 
greater extent. Because almost everyone has a chance to 
scan the newspaper daily, the editorial writers, columnists 
and “crusading journalists” have a much larger and more 
easily influenced public than the weeklies. 

One-sided coverage is not always harmful; sometimes 
a full picture of a situation is too complicated for compre- 
hension, where by streamlining and concentrating on one as- 
pect it may be understood more easily. Exaggeration is also 
oenefiicial in bringing about reform movements and in 
bringing conditions to the public eye through sensational 
write-ups, but it is dangerous. Too easily it can backfire, 
and a few alert individuals gain control of a mass too un- 
concerned to reason for themselves, too ready to accept 
another’s say-so, as in Nazi Germany. The Daily Worker is 
a live example of slanted coverage, operating in our coun- 
try. 

What can be done about it? Well, we certainly don’t 
want to place unnecessary restrictions on reporters— an act 
which would undermine our principle of freedom of speech, 
or force papers out of circulation. There is, then, only one 
solution — personal evaluation. We must take everything we 
hear, except proven facts, with a grain of salt, and if we 
read an article expressing one opinion seek out one pre- 
senting the opposite side in order to get a full picture. At 
school one usually has all angles of a subject at his disposal ; 
let’s use them. If we don’t use our right as free men to say, 
hear, and see what we wish before making up our own minds, 
we are jeopardizing our liberty and may well expect to

Competing at Lyndonvllle, 
Vermont, February 19-20, Coach 
Kailey’s skiers finished in the 
runner-up spot against a field 
of eleven teams from four states. 
Favored Lebanon High won ea- 
sily over the top flight competi- 
tion in the two day affair as 
unseasonably warm tempera- 
tures hit the area during that 
week end. The top six squads 
wore invited to compete in the 
Eastern's here at Gould the fol- 
lowing weekend. 

The downhill got underway 
Friday morning on Burke Moun- 
tain's Bear Den trail, which had 
been widened and landscaped 
during the summer However, the 
mile and a quarter trail proved 
to be too much hill for many of 
the competitors as at least five 
of the boys piled off into the 
woods on the class "A” trail. 
Herb Adams, Gould's captain 
and State of Maine Skimelster 
the previous week, was one of 
notables who did not finish the 
race and was lost to the team 
for the remainder of the “sea- 
son as he cracked his arm on a 
pine tree about a third of the 
way down the speedy course. 

Taking a line straight down 
the difficult course, two Hus- 
kies, Pete St Lawrence and 
Bart Larrow, showed the bot- 
toms of their slats to the entire 
field as they copped the first 
two places to keep Could in the 
running for top honors. The 
only other Pine Tree Stater to 
land in the top ten was Farm- 
ington's classy ace, Tommy 
Stearns. Although only three 
points behind then-leading Lyn- 
don, the Kalleymen found they 
were burled in fifth position. 

The competitors found sunny 
skies and above 40 degree tem- 
peratures as they began the 
grueling three and a half mile 
test over Lyndon's rugged 
course. Gould's Langlaufers far- 
ed better in Hie cross country 
as they moved up into second 
position at the finish of the 
first dav of competition. It was 
National Junior Champion Art 
Demers’ Show all the way as 
he breezed home the winner by 
two minutes over Jack Bennett 
of E. L. and third placer Ed 
Burnham, fast moving Gould 
stalwart. Pete St Lawrence and 
Verne Corkum were the Hus- 
kies' second and third finish- 
ers. winding up in thirteenth 
and fourteenth positions over 
the slow course.

Do you prefer nine-week ex- 
ams over six-week exams and 
why? 

Our Headmaster, Mr. Ireland, 
say s, “It is an experiment” He 
hasn't fully decided how it will 
be next year. However, he finds 
that during the nine-week peri- 
ods, the ranks are lower. He 
feels that the students need 
“jacking up.” On both sides 
there are several advantages 
and disadvantages. 

Miss Z: “I prefer nine weeks 
because the problems of exams 
and grades occur fewer times.” 

Miss X: “I like the nine-week 
test period. It cuts down one- 
third on the nervous tension of 
students during the pre-exam 
period, and perhaps in some 
cases during the post-exam pe- 
riod.” 

Miss J: T favor the nine week 
exams; there is more of a chal- 
lenge and more thought in the 
nine week exams.

MAINE SNOW DIADEM 

On February 12-13 Gould Aca- 
demy’s ski team captured the 
Maine Interscholastics for the 
second straight year by turning 
back a seven team field by a 
decisive margin. The first three 
finishing teams in this annual 
event sponsored by the Maine 
Principal’s Asociation became 
eligible to compete in the New 
England Championships in the 
high school division. The three 
winning teams this year and 
their totals were: Gould. 381.83; 
Edward Little, 377.60; and Far- 
mington, 349.51. 

In the downhill held on Fri- 
day at Sabattus Mountain. wher e 
the Alpine events were held, the 
Kalleymen got off to a flying 
start as they placed their five 
men in the first nine finishers 
to take a lead which was never 
overcome by the ever-dangerous 
Eddies. Two E. L. stalwarts. 
Don Towle and Jack Bennett, 
copped one-two in the event ov- 
er an icy surface in below ze- 
ro temperatures. Gould's Bart 
Larrow, Herb Adams, and Pete 
St. Lawrence filled the next 
three spots to nail down an easv 
Blue and Gold victory in that 
event. 

The Red Eddies set back the 
Gould Langlaufers that after- 
noon by a score of 96.51 to the 
local squad’s 95.41 total. Captain 
Herb Adams, double medal win- 
ner, picked off a second place, 
just 11 seconds behind winner 
Bennett’s elapsed time. Hard- 
running Ed Burnham finished 
fourth depite the handicap of a 
broken ski and was followed by 
other Gouldites, Corkum and 
St. Lawrence, in tenth and elev- 
enth spots. 

Bart Larrow copped slalom 
honors by defeating his team- 
mate, Adams, by five seconds as 
the Huskies swept the Alpine 
event, downing E. L. 92.82 to 
89.52. Third and fourth for Gould 
were St. Lawrence and Bill An- 
derson in seventh and fifteenth 
spots respectively. This Blue and 
Gold triumph gave them an 
eight point lead entering the 
jumping held at Auburn’s Pet- 
tingill Park. 

Edward Little won the final 
event 99.01 to the Huskies total 
of 96.05 as they dominated the 
Nordic events. Captain Bennett 
again paced his club, followed 
closely by Moose Burnham in 
second place, with Adams fifth, 
Corkum ninth and Larrow 15th. 

Captain Adams, by placing 
high in every event, nailed down 
a victory in the four event de- 
partment with a point total of 
380.64 to Bennett’s 378.49. Gould’s 
other entrants in the Skimeister 
competition, St. Lawrence and 
Burnham copped fifth and sixth 
spots respectively.
